The whole matter, of course, lacks 
authentic verification, as the president is 
naturally silent about it* Col. Lamont, how­ 
ever, says he te quite sure the president has 
never said that he would or would not accept 
a renomination; that that question 1s not 
engaging bis time or attention just now. 
Many of the president's political friends, 
while believing the statement attributed to 
him may not have been in the ex act terms 
indicated, are disposed to believe that it ex ­ 
presses his feelings honestly, but they say 
this will make him more popular than ever, 
and when the time comee force his renomina­ 
tion and render an acceptance imperative. 
Senator Cockrell, of Missouri, when asked 
if he was the western senator who furnished 
the information about the president’s feeling 
ox » the question, said he was not, and that he 
know nothing about the matter until he saw 
it in the papers; and he added: “ I think the 
publication puts the president in a false 
light; but that is only my individual opinion.” 
Senator Vest, who is generally credited with 
being the western senator to whom the pres­ 
ident unbosomed himself, when askod if he 
had furnished the data for the St. Louis dis­ 
patch, answered the quostion in this manner: 
“ I have never authorized any statement such 
as that you mention and as published this 
morning. 
If you want my opinion on the 
matter, I have no hesitation in stating that I 
believe the fact to be about as stated in the 
reported interview. 
I do not boiieve the 
president wants to be re-elected. 
Ho has 
publicly stated that he does not believe in 
second term-, and I have no idea he has been 
actuated q y any ambition to succeed himself; 
but I think his great ambition is to so ad­ 
minister the government that any honest 
Democrat can bo his successor. 
I have no 
doubt that Mr. Cleveland would be gratified 
by the endorsement of his party and the 
country. 
Ho would be more or less than 
human if this were not so , but I don’t think 
he want3 the office again for any personal 
ambition. 
He knows too much about it. 
“ W hat he wo u ld do if the Demo cratic 
party sho u ld say to him th a t he was the o nly 
man who co u ld lo ad them again to v icto ry 
no bo dy kno ws bu t himself, and he is no t the 
so rt o f indiv idu al who ju m ps a ditch befo re 
he reaches it. 
“ U nderstand me, this Is o nly my o pinio n. 
I am not authorized to speak for the presi­ 
dent, and have no such relations with him 
as to justify any statement from me as to 
his feelings or intentions. 
I am only speak­ 
ing for myself.”

*kle of the sherd, at the top, painted in dud 
red, a n what iia*l once l» een the lip of LLe 
amphora, was the cartouche already men­ 
tioned os Vicing on the scamboeus. which we 
had nls*i found in the casket. 
The hiero­ 
glyphics, or symbols, however, were reversed, 
just os though they bad been pressed on wax . 
Whether this u as tho cartouche of the original 
Knllderates, or of some prince or Pharaoh 
from whom his wife Amenortaa was de­ 
scended, I am not sun» , nor can I tell if it was 
drawn upon tho sherd at the same time that 
the uncial Greek was inscribed, or copied on 
more recently from tho scarab by some other 
inemlier of the family. 
Nor vva* this all. At 
tho foot of tho writing, painted in the same 
dull rad, was the outline of a somewhat rude 
drawing of a sphinx wearing two feathers, 
symbols of majesty which, though common 
enough upon the effigies of sacre« ! bull* and 
gods, I have never liefore met with on a 
sphinx . 
On the right hand side of this surface of the 
sherd, painted obliquely in bright red on the 
« l>ace not covered by the uncial, and signed 
in blue paint, wus the following quaint in­ 
scription: 
IN EARTH AND SKIE AND SEA 
STIÍANGK TIIYNGE8 TIIEH BE. 
HOC FECIT 
Do ro t h e a vinc e y . 
Perfectly bewildered, I tume<l the relic 
over. 
It was covered from top to bottom 
with notes and signatures in Greek, Lathi 
and English. The first in uncial Greek was 
by Tisisthenes, the koii to whom the writing 
was addressed.

1 his Ivallikrat« ? s (pr« *bably, in the Orc-ck 
fashion, so name« ! after his grandfather) evi­ 
dently made some attempt to start on the 
quest, for his entry, written in very faint and 
almost illegible unciai, is: “ I started to seek 
but the gods were against me.

Between these two ancient writings, th< 
sc -oral ol which was inserilK*d upside down— 
that, had it not 1k*«*!i for the transcript <*;

the right of this were the initials “ J . II. V*.,” 
an« l below came a variety of Greek signa­ 
tures in uncial and cursive character, and 
what appeared to lie some repetitions of the 
sentence “ to thee, my sou,” showing that me 
ieli** has been-passed on from generation to 
generation. 
Hie nex t legible thing after tho Greek sig­ 
natures was the wor« l “R o m ae , a . u . c.,” 
showing that tho family had now migrated 
to Rome. 
Unfortunately, however, the date 
of their settlement thero Is forever lost, for 
just where it had been placed a piece of the 
potsherd is broken away. 
Then followed a dozen or more of Latin 
signatures, jotted about here and 
there, 
wherever there was a space upon the tile 
suitable to their inscription. 
These signa 
turns were, almost without ex ception, ended 
with the name “ Vindex ,” or “ The Avenger,” 
which seems to have been adopted by the 
family after its migration to Rome as a kind 
of equivalent to the Grecian “ Tisisthenes,” 
which also means an avenger. 
Utimatelv, of 
course, this Latin cognomen of Vindex was 
transformed, first into De Vincey and then 
into the plain modern Vincey. 
It is very 
cui .ous to observe how the idea of revenge, 
inspired by an Egyptian before the time of 
Christ, is thus, as it were, embalmed in an 
English family name. 
A few of the Roman names inscribed upon 
the sherd I have actually since found men­ 
tioned in history an« l other records. They 
were, if I remember right: 
MVSSIVS. VINDEX 
SEX, VARIVS. MARVLLVa 
C. FVFIDIVS. C. F. VINDEX.

Marquez, and ho himself perished.—J o h n 
V i n c e v . ” 
Then camo the last entry, apparently, to 
judge by the style of writing, made by some 
representative of tho family in the middle of 
the Eighteenth century. 
It was tho well 
krowu quotation by Hamlet, “ Thero are 
more things in heaven and earth than nr© 
dreamt of in your philosophy, Horatio.” 
“ Hell,” I said, when I had read tlies« » para­ 
graphs out, at least those of them that were 
still legible, “ that is the conclusion of the 
whole matter, Leo, and now you can form 
your own opinion of it. 
I have already 
formed mine.”

Indy. 
After tho Roman names thero is evi­ 
dently a gap of very many centuries. Nobod y 
vvill over know now what was the history of the 
relie during those dark ages, or Low it came 
to have been preserved in the family. 
My 
lx >or friend Vincey had, it will be re mem 
l)oi ed, told mo that his Roman ancestors 
finally settled in Lombardy, and when Char 
lemagne invaded it returned with him across 
the Alps, and made their home in Brittany 
whence they crossed to England in tho reign 
of Edward tho Confessor. How he knew this 
I am not aware, for thera is no reference to 
Lombardy or Charlemagne upon the tile 
though, os will presently Ik» seen, there is 
reference to Brittany. To continue: The nex t 
entries on the sherd, if I may ex cept u long 
splash either of blood or red coloring matter 
of some sort, consists of two crosses drawn in 
m l pigments, and probably representing 
Crusaders’ swords and an almost obliterated 
monogram (“ D.V.” ) in scarlet end blue, per­ 
haps ex ecuted by that sami: Dorothea Vincey 
who wrote, or rather painted, the doggerel 
Couplet. 
Then camo what was perhaps as curious nn 
entry as anything upon this ex traordinary 
relic of the past. 
It is ex ecuted in black let­ 
ter, written over the crosses or Crusader’s 
swords, and dated 1 H.5. As the liest plan will 
be to allow it to speak for itself, i jlero givo 
the original Latin, of course without the con­ 
tractions, from which it will be seen that tho 
writer was a fair mediaeval Latinist. 
Also 
we discovered, what is still more curious a 
moderniml version of a black letter trans­ 
lation of the Latin which wo found inscribed 
ou a socoinl parchment that was in tin* coffer 
apparently older in date than that on which 
was inscribed the Latin black letter transla­ 
tion of the uncial Greek: 


M ill’s Wonderful Memory,
